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Claims 1, 2, 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103 as being obvious over Petrillo, Jr. (patent No. 4168267) 
in view o£ Ondetti et al. (patents 4105776, 415^935,4234489), 
Krapcho (patent No. 4217359) British patents 2027025 and 
2028327. Petrillo, Jr. discloses and claims phosphinyl- 
alkanoyl substituted prolines of the following structures:

the only difference between the art compounds and the claimed 
ones is in the substituent on the proline moiety, various 
substituents for the claimed ones versus hydrogen for the art 
ones. However, the secondary references disclose the 
equivalencies among the following substituents: hydrogen, 
hydroxy, alkyl, halogen, carbamoxyloxy , keto, phenyl, hydroxy- 
phenyl, cycloalkyl, ether, thioether and the like for 
structurally similar proline derivatives having antihyper- 
tensive activities. Accordingly, the claimed compounds are 
obvious over the art ones. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, paragraph 
1. The specification does not contain a sufficient enabling 
disclosure with respect to the following terms - "alkyl". 
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"aryl", "arylalkyl", "cycloalkyl" , "cycloalkylalkyl" , 
"alkoxy" since there is no limit to the size and complex- 
ity of these groups claimed. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, para- 
graph 2. The claim is confusing since -OR^ in the first
